southeast corner and extending through to | 
a light well in the rear. If this location 
proves acceptable to the executive council, 
the present plan of the floor will be altered 
so as to enable the association to occupy 
the space of four offices and a corridor. 
This will give a floor space of about 23!4 
feet wide and 40 feet long. An arrange- 
ment can be made with the owners of the 
building whereby two adjoining offices, one 
9 by 17 feet and the other 11.6 by 14 feet, 
can be added at the end of a year if the idea 
proves a success,

1891, 1892, 1893, 1804 and 1895, the state- 
ment likewise showing the number of hours 
per week required of those receiving these 
wages. One of the industries treated of is 
that of paper manufacturing, and one who 
searches the book in an effort to obtain an 
intelligent idea of the daily wages paid to 
the workers in paper mills will find himself 
most woefully befogged. In the first place 
the classification of the workers in the in- 
dustry is somewhat remarkable. To quote 
the exact titles given, it comprises “paper 
makers,” “paper beatermen,” “paper mak- 
ers’ assistants,” “paper makers’ assistants 
(boys),” “paper makers’ assistants (girls),”’ 
“paper makers, boys;” “paper makers, 
girls; “paper makers’ helpers,” “paper 
makers (lock tenders), “paper makers 
(wood men),” “paper-jute fibre board mak- 
ers,” “paper-jute fibre board makers’ help- 
ers,’ “paper and pulp makers,” “paper 


and strawboard makers,” “paper ma- 


chine tenders,” “paper mill employees,” 
and “paper and pulp makers’ helpers.” 
This mass of terms may perhaps be an 
intelligent classification of paper mill em- 
ployees, but we do not believe that the

highest and the lowest wages paid in these 
places, respectively, in 1893 were 60 cents, 
42 cents and 82 cents, while “girl paper 
makers” were heard from at Albany, 
Brooklyn, Fort Edward and Watertown, 
the highest wages in 1893 being 92 cents in 
Brooklyn and 75 cents in Fort Edward and 
Watertown, statements which are rather de- 
rogatory to the “boy paper makers.” The 
“paper makers (lock tenders)” hailed from 
Brownville, Lockport and Waterford, re- 
ceiving in 1893 as a highest wage $1.75 
in the first place and $1.50 in the second 
and third. As to “paper machine tenders,” 
a lone report comes from Elmira, where in 
1893, 1894 and 1895 $1.50 was both the high- 
est and the lowest wage paid, with fifty-nine 
hours regarded as a week’s work. These 
data are taken at random from the report, 
and are quoted simply to show that the re- 
port, so far as furnishing definite reliable 
information, is almost worthless. The sta- 
tistics presented are in too muddled a con- 
dition to be of any service or to permit of 
the making of proper comparisons. Re- 
ports such as this ought to be dumped into 
the waste paper basket, rather than printed 


at the expense of the people.

Mr. Norris and His Offer.

To the Editor of The Journal: 

My attention has been called to an open 
letter of a certain John Norris, which ap- 
peared in a recent issue of the Evening 
World, in which he offers to “advance one- 
half the sum that may be necessary for a 
new mill, on the basis of a satisfactory 
agreement.” The italics are mine. 

Is this the “John Norris” who appeared 
before the Congressional Committee to op- 
pose the levying of an increased duty on 
foreign pulp and paper, as proposed by the 
Dingley bill? There was a John Norris 
who appeared before that committee, and 
had the monumental effrontery to state that 
the World was paying 24 cents per pound 
for paper at that date. 

This was a huge joke, and was greatly en- 
joyed by all who were at all conversant with 
the ruling price of paper at that time. 

If this is the same John Norris who 
makes a bid for an “anti-trust paper mill,” I 
fear the “satisfactory arrangement” would 
be all one side, and that would be on his 
side; otherwise -the “satisfactory” part 
would be—unsatisfactory. 

This Mr. Norris gives a glittering array 
of figures, going up to millions of dollars, 
paid to the Glens Falls Paper Mill Com- 
pany, What if the World did pay such sums? 
Let me venture to say it received full value 
for every dollar paid. If not, why did the 
World renew its contract time after time 
with the Glens Falls Company? I presume 
that no coercion was used on John Norris 
for its renewal. Again, if he could buy for- 
eign paper cheaper than from Glens Falls, 
why, oh! why, didn’t he do so? 

It is a fact beyond dispute the World has 
done more to demoralize the price of print 
paper than any other mewspaper in the 
country, and prices and abuses became so 
unbearable that paper manufacturers had to 
combine for self preservation, only asking a 
fair price for a good article. The World 
doesn’t like it, and now seeks for an “anti- 
trust paper mill.”” Bah! who will be caught 
with such chaff on Such a “satisfactory 
agreement”? I think that at last John 
Norris will have to pay a decent price for 
print paper if he remains in the World of- 
fice. I, for one, say glory hallelujah for it.

APPLETON, Wis , April 12, 1898. 

From talks with a number of the princi- 
pal paper manufacturers I gather that trade 
is just about as it was reported to be last 
week. The mills are all very busy, and 
print and manillas are in as great demand 
as ever, but there has been a little falling 
off in the demand for book, and flat papers 
are perhaps just a little quieter than they 
were. This should not be interpreted as j 
meaning that business is dull; it merely 
means that there has been a little let-up in | 
the extraordinary activity of the past. No | 
such business in the matter of volume has 
ever been known in this valley as that of 
the present year so far. One large manu- 
facturer of print told me to-day that he 
was refusing orders for his product at 2 
cents, simply because he could not fill 
them. His mill was running as hard as it 
could and he was getting 2 cents a pound 
for what it turned out. The report comes 
from the Wisconsin River valley also, 
where there are a number of big print 
mills, that these institutions are running 
Sundays and all and are still unable to keep 
up with their orders. All the machines in 
this valley are running full time. 

Since water power became again ample 
for all purposes the Atlas Paper Company 
has started its lower pulp mill in this city. 
The Atlas Paper Company, witich is con- 
trolled by the Kimberly & Clark Company, 
has two large pulp mills on the right bank 
of the river opposite its paper mills. 
They are among the oldest pulp mills on 
the river, the power being leased from the 
Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company 
for a long term of years, at a rental which 
high, as pulp is 


is now considered very 
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worth less money itthan when the leases 
were signed, and moreover the power is 
not as good as it was because more water 
is being drawn’ elsewhere. The leases have 
a year or two more to run, and after that 
time they will not be renewed unless con- 
siderable concessions are made, so that 
two of the landmarks of the paper busi- 
ness in this valley are soon liable to go. 

The Kimberly & Clark Company is just 
at present making a number cf improve- 
ments to the machinery of the Badger mill 
at Neenah. This mill has one machine and 
makes ‘book paper, and just now an upper 
deck of dryers is being put on, which will 
give quite a little more speed. Five of the 
screens in the mill are also being replaced. 
The screens now going in are the New Suc- 
cess, made by the Friction Pulley Machine 
Company. 

The office building of the Neenah Paper 
Company has been treated to new painting 
and decoration without and within, and 
some improvements made in the arrange- 
ment of the interior, all of which contribute 
to the dignity and peace of mind of the 
affable manager, John A. Kimberly, Jr. 

The Winnebago Paper Mills, of Neenah, 
are running regularly again after their shut- 
down of a short time ago, for the additica 
of new dryers and a new stack of calenders 
to the paper machine. 

The Gilbert Paper Company people at 
Menasha when I called to-day were busily 
engaged in putting in their new condenser 
for their steam engine plant. 

The new buildings of the Howard Paper 
Company at Menasha contiaue to rise and 
put on new @ttractiveness each week. The 
machine building is done, the roof is just 
about ready to go on the digester building, 
and the foundations are being laid for the 
sulphur burner room and the sulphur stor- 
age room. An addition of 25 feet is being 
put on the top of the lower of the two brick 
stacks, calculated to make them both the 
same height, and the new steam engine is 
seen resting on a flat car ready to be un- 
loaded and set up in position. C. W. How- 
ard is hustling things as hard as he can, and 
keeping one eye up ‘to windward ready to 
frown down any rain cloud that may show 
its head above the horizon. 

C. B. Pride informs me that work is 
going along very nicely upon the rebuild- 
ing of the sulphite plant of the Marinette 
and Menominee Paper Company, destroyed 
by explosion not long ago. Al! the build- 
ings are up, with the exception of fhe upper 
story of the digester building. Some of the 
machinery has afrived, and the rest will be 
delivered as soon as the builders are ready 
for it.

THE MONEY MARKET.—tThe stock 
market was ragged and uncertain, but 
closed at a net advance. Call loans on 
stock collateral were active and firm. The 
extremes were 2 and 4% per cent., and the 
close nominally 24%@3 per cent.» Banks 
and trust companies maintained call loans 
at 3%4@4 per cent., and a minimum of 4 
was secured by many. Little has been done 
in time contracts. Rates are 5'2@0 per 
cent. for sixty days, and 6 per cent for 
longer periods. A very small business 
is reported by brokers in commercial 
paper, but the demand is chiefly from 
out of town, and rates are 5% per cent. 
for sixty to ninety-day endorsed bills 
receivable, 6 per cent. for prime and 64@ 
7 per cent. for good four to six ménths’ 
single names. Foreign exchange was mod- 
erately active and steady.

THE PAPER TRADE.—tThe gravity of 
the Spanish-American crisis is thoroughly 
appreciated by the paper trade, and con- 
siderable tension is being felt in nearly 
all branches of the business. Trade gen- 
erally was quiet this week. The mills 
down Holyoke way report a noticeable 
hesitancy on the part of buyers and few or- 
ders ahead. Collections are slow. The 
Book mills report business less active, and 
one down East mill man ‘has announced his 
intention of shutting down if war comes 
with Spain.

A patent has been granted im- 
provement in box or enameled papers and 
the compound used to enamel the same. 
Heretofore enameled have usu- 
ally been made by applying to the paper 
base a compound of liquid sizing and fine- 
ly divided pigments. Such enamel coat- 
ings, when dry, are quite friable and easily 
crack and disintegrate; and when exposed 
accompanied

to moisture, particularly if 
by friction, the enameled surface, together 
with any impression thereon, is destroyed. 
It has been proposed to render them water- 
proof by adding to the compound water- 
proof materials—such, for instance, as 
gold size, albumen, alum, and various oils.

The primary object of the invention is 
to produce an enameled paper having a 
permanently waterproof coating intimate- 
ly united with the paper or base that is 
tough and elastic and has a superficial face 
that readily receives impressions of all 
kinds in the ordinary processes of printing, 
lithographing, ete.

waterproof initially and soon become less 
so, and while their surfaces have generally 
been well adapted to receive impressions, 
as by printing, lithographing, etc., there is 
a tendency well known in the trade to 
“scab” or “peel”—that is to say, when the 
papers are subjected to a large number of 
successive impressions—as, for instance, in 
a printing press or from lithographic 
stones, for the application to the surface of 
a variety of colors, or for other purposes— 
the enameled coating is injured or broken 
down and a separation thereof in places 
from the paper or base occurs, portions of 
the surface of the coating frequently ad- 
hering to the face of the type, stone, or 
plate from which the impressions are be- 
ing taken. Furthermore, the papers are 
liable to irregularly stretch and shrink, be- 
cause of absorption of moisture from the 
lithographic stones or from the atmos- 
phere, and it is therefore difficult to de- 
posit each color or impression in its proper 
position relatively to other colors or im- 
pressions—that is, to make the various col- 
ors register correctly with reference to the 
design and to one another.

Each coating 
should be dried before the next one is ap- 
plied, and it is preferable to employ a dry- 
ing temperature of from 125° to 200° Fahr. 
After the final coat the surface may be cal- 
endered by rolls heated from about 125° 
to 200° Fahr., and may then be embossed, 
if desired, by rolls Ahaving the same tem- 
perature, or calendering or embossing, or 
both, may be omitted. This. compound of 
nitrocellulose insures an intimate union of 
the coating and the base, and even when as 
many as 15 pounds of some dry pigments 
per pound of nitrocellulose are employed 
the coating is waterproof and permanently 
retains this characteristic, as well as its 
toughness and elasticity, which are in- 
creased by the oil used in the compound. 
Surfaces of celluloid, xylonite, ivorine, etc., 
are not adapted to receive impressions 
from printing presses, lithographic stones, 
etc.; but the coating of this improved pa- 
pers receives with facility and retains all 
kinds of impressions of most, if not all, 
kinds of colors. The reason for this is that 
owing to the large amount of dry pigment 
employed an infinite number of minute 
particles of the pigment are exposed at 
the surface of the coating and act to re- 
ceive and retain printing inks and colors 
At the same 
time the nitrocellulose element of the com- 
pound renders the coating as a whole wa- 
terproof. The capacity for receiving and 
retaining impressions, if due to an absorp- 
tive character of the face, is superficial 
only. 

The invention therefore contemplates 
that such quantity of dry pigment shall be 
used as not to overcome the binding qual- 
ity of the nitrocellulose compound or de- 
stroy its waterproof character, and yet 
enough is to be used to obtain a face of 
such character as to receive and retain im- 
pressions printed thereon. 

Some dry colors when ground up with 
the menstruum, as hereinbefore described, 
give more body than others, while the 
number of colors which may be employed 














is great. For example, hardly more than 
one-third as much ultramarine blue should 
be used to a given quantity of menstruum, 
as of French zinc white, since that blue is 
so much more absorbent that it calls for a 
much larger proportion of menstruum to 
bind it. The nature of the case, therefore, 
does not permit of a fixed quantitative rule 
applicable to all colors. The best general 


rule known has already been given, and it | 


will be quite sufficient to enable one skilled 
in the art to practice the invention when 
aided by the specific examples hereinafter 
given and the general knowledge of the 
comparative characteristics of these colors 
acquired in the prior art; but if enough 
color has been added to the menstruum to 
give the ordinary appearance of standard 
enameled paper, but not so much but that 
the color is firmly bound by the menstru- 
um when dried, there is a waterproof, 
tough, elastic surface firmly attached to the 
paper and which will well receive and re- 
tain impressions from the various inks and

Up in the north there is a mania for 
combination at present. The fine count 
yarn spinners of Lancashire have made a 
trust and the dyeing trade of Yorkshire 
is just about to. Lancashire’s latest com- 
bination is in the paper trade. It has been 
remarked jor a little time that “many of 
the largest paper makers in the United 
Kingdom” were about to form a combina- 
tion, and this is true in so far us Lanca- 
shire is concerned, and the county palati- 
nate owns some of the biggest mills in the 
kingdom, The combination is to be al- 
most purely a Lancashire business, though 
some of the leading promoters have re- 
cently been meeting in London on the mat- 
ter, and it is likely, therefore, that metro- 
politan assistance may be lent to the 
movement. As yet the matter is but in the 
preliminary stage; but it is 
form the combination somewhat on the 
lines of the English Sewing Cotton Com- 


pany, Limited. 


ticularly successful flotation seem, indeed, | 


to be now widely followed in any textile 
combinations which are being mooted. 
Shortly put, the main principle is that a 


vendor company shall purchase the com- | 
bining concerns on an independent valua- | 


tion; that there shall be no promotion or 
underwriting money paid; and that two- 
thirds of the shares shall be offered for pub- 
lic subscription. The generality of the 
Lancashire paper makers whom it is pro- 
pcsed to include in the new combination 
manufacture news, and in some cases also 
browns and wrappings, etc. In this, as in 
other industries of the palatinate, it has 
been felt of late times that there has been 
much unnecessary overlapping, competition 
and price cutting, which it is the main idea 
of combination to avoid, as well as to ef- 
fect economies. A capital of between $15,- 
090,000 and $20,000,000 is talked of. 

I hear that Potter & Co., of Darwen, 
have started making a special kind of me- 
tallic paper hitherto only made in Ger- 
many and said to be of German invention. 
They are using the Livesey Fold Works 
for this, the manufacture of pegamoid be- 
ing carried on at their Orchard Mill. 

It is stated that J. Turner, the -nanager 
of the Star Paper Mill Company, on com- 
pletion of his present engagement will act 
as managing director of a private limited 
company which has takenover theplant and 
premises of the Hull Paper and Wood Pulp 
Company, at Rawcliffe, near Goole.

I have often noted in these columns that

| in the matter of pollution of running water 
| the paper makers of Lancashire and Chesh- 
| ire have been very severely dealt with ot 
late years. A report made at the last n:eet- 
ing of the Ribble joint committee shows, 
however, that however hard it has been on 
the manufacturers, the rivers at any rate 
have benefited by the severity of the au- 
| thorities to a wonderful degree. In 1892, 
when the much needed work was taken en- 
ergetically in hand, pollution was the nor- 
mal condition of the whole river system. 
But a vast change for the better has already 
taken place, and the time seems not far dis- 
tant when purification will be the rule in- 
stead of pollution. Sewage interception 
schemes have increased from six to four- 
teen, while the number of areas without 
sewage disposal works has diminished from 
twenty-two to seven. In 1802 there was not 
a single authority with efficient disposal 
works, whereas no fewer than thirty-one 
are now so endowed. The broad result of 
these happy changes is that during last year 
only four orders were made against manu- 
facturers to desist from poliuting streams 
with refuse, and all of these must have been 
comparatively trivial cases, as no penalties 
were applied for. If, then, Lancashire, with 
its numberless factories and paper mills and 
teeming population can effect such a benefi- 
cent transformation in five years, there can 
be no excuse for other counties lagging be- 
hind. 

In this connection it may be mentioned 
that quite lately a lucrative industry has 
ar:sen in Germany, and that the conver- 
sion of these waste products of paper mills 
among other manufactories is a very paying 
business. The organic refuse from brew- 
eries, distilleries, starch works and paper 


mills, is converted into a valuable fodder 
or food cake for cattle, pigs and poultry.

It is said that one firm at Cassel has made 
enormous profits. Starting in 1895 with a 
capital of $375,000, it paid in the first year 
a dividend of 38 per cent., which it has 
twice doubled since that time. The present 
paid-up capital is. $1,500,000, and last year 
the dividend paid was 50 per cent. The 
100-mark shares now sell at 639 marks. I 
took the trouble myself to look up the 
quotation in the Frankfurter Zeitung, and 
although the latest copy I could see was 
dated early in February, this year, I found 
the quotation 650. The man who first men- 
tioned this matter to me said that the only 
trouble was to get enough refuse. Now the 
district lying around Cassel is not in it 
with Lancashiré as a manufacturing cen- 
tre. On the Mersey and its tributaries on 
the Lancashire side alone—the  Irwell, 
Roach, Irk and Medlock—there are about 
500 factories, and there is not one of them 
that has not been in trouble about its refuse 
at one time or another; ergo, the output of 
the lot of them must be something enor- 
mous, and well worth processing into cat- 
tle and poultry food. 

I give the paragraph for what it is worth 
and find it in a French paper which does 
not deal specially with paper. This jour- 
nal says that “at the coming International 
Exhibition at Glasgow there will be a curi- 
ous statue of Queen Victoria, a dozen feet 
in height, made from paper, 
weighing 20 tons. A national subscription 
at a penny a time will cover the cost, which 
is estimated to amount to $40,000.” All I 
can say about this is that I have not been 
asked for my penny.

Not by any means for the first time in 
the history of the paper trade the fire bri- 
gade of a paper mill has saved a neighLor- 
ing paper mill from destruction. What 
would have been a serious fire broke out at 
the Jackson Millboard Paper Company’s 
mill at Bourne End, near Mairlenhead. It 
originated through the overheating of the 
drying room, and spread with great rapid- 
ity to the adjoining building. The machine 
room, however, was saved, mainly owing to 
the timely arival of Thomas & Green's fire 
brigade. Ten thousand dollars’ worth of 
millboards was destroyed. 

An interesting consular report on the 
Italian paper trade is to hand. In connec- 
tion with the manufacture of paper, which 
is an important and growing Italian indus- 
try, it seems from the report that no effort 
is made by British manufacturers to supply 
any of the machinery to the numerous pa- 
per mills in Italy. Consul Neville-Rolfe 
enumeraces ard describes a few of the prin- 
cipal paper mills, in which he finds a com- 
plete absence of British machinery. Close 
to what was orce the frontier of the Papal 
States is cne of the principal industrial cea- 
tres of the old kingdom of Naples. The

Liris, rises in the Apennines and on its way 
to the sea forms a small island, upon which 
there is a thriving little township. On each 
side of the island where the river divides it- 
self is a splendid waterfall, which renders 
the situation extremely picturesque, and as 
the country all round is remarkably pretty 
it is much to be wondered at that it has not 
been made a summer resort; for the ad- 
vantages of its situation in the mountains, 
and its abundant water supply, combined 
with the fact that it is accessible by rail- 
way, all point to it as a charming retreat.

The Societa Cartiere Meridionale is on 
an important scale, employing 1,000 hands 
of both sexes,, whose pay ranges from 4 to 
1.25 lire per diem for the men and from 2 
to 0.60 lire for the women and girls. Be- 
tween its three mills it has a motive hy- 
draulic power of 2,000 horse. The ma- 
chinery is of the first quality, and it is re- 
grettable tostate that noneof it comes from 
Great Britain, though it is derived from 
more than one continental market. The 
ontput is as much as 25,000 kilos. of paper 
daily, and consists of every kind. Cigarette 
paper is made in three qualities, as well as 
a coarser tissue for packing purposes. They 
use wood pulp mainly. This is of two 
‘kinds—-namely, chemical and mechanical; 
and they make some 2,000 kilos. of the lat- 
ter in their own workshops. They also use 
great quantities of linen and cotton rags, 
as well as old rope. These latter materials 
are chiefly purchased in the South Italian 
provinces, while the chemical wood pulp 
comes entirely from abroad, and chiefly 
from Austria. The mechanical wood pulp 
comes from Switzerland, Scandinavia, and 
Germany, besides that which they make, as 
stated, in their own establishment. The 
greater part of the output is sold in Italy, 
only the very finest papers finding a mar- 
ket abroad. The factories are lighted by 
electricity, the energy being generated in 
the factories themselves. The company has 
recently started an electric tramway of 180 
horse-power. It is putting up machinery 
on a large scale for making its own wood 
pulp, of Which it hopes 6 ‘tuth otf 5.06d 
kilos. a day. ALFA.
